Canada’s Vets 

WASHINGTON. —. The United 
States. will help Canada’s, veterans . 
housing prograin with the same pri- 
ority ratings for shipments of pro- 
duction material and equipment it 
offers the United States veterans 
housing program, the Commerce De- 
partment announced. 

“Canadian -producers of building 
materials will be extended the same 
limited assistance as is now given 
similar producers in this country,” 
the department’s Office of Materials 
Distribution (OMD) said. 

Canada has adopted construction 
controls comparable to those of the 
United States. 

“Preference ratings will be assign- 
ed by OMD under the same condi- 
tions and to the same extent that 
the office of, the housing expediter 
assigns similar ratings in support -of 
the veterans emergency housing pro-, 
gram in the United States,” the 
OMD said. 

Canadian applications, for OMD 
ratings must first be “screened and 
endorsed” by the Canadian Govern- 
ment priorities officer, Department 


of Restriction and Supply, the OMD 
said.
